FORGES FLANKED AT VRANIA 


Descriptions of Battles Confit 
Greeks and Former Ally tian 
: Victories. 


LONDON, July 7.—The most important 
news from the seat of war today is the re- 
port, confirmed from Sofia, of the appear- 
ance of a large Buigarian force at Vrania, 
threatening the Servian line of retreat. 

Still more significant, as tending to con- 
firm the belief that the Servians are suffering 
defeat, is the announcement from Belgrade 
that meager reports are being received from 
the Servian army headquarters and that the 
government has decided to publish reports 
only on alternate days. 

In addition a rigorous censorship on the 
newspapers is being inforced and the publica- 
tion ot special war editions has been stopped. 


Use Bayonets as Daggers. 

The Servian wounded describe the battles 
as almost inhuman in their ferocity, the men 
throwing away their firearms and using their 
bayonets as daggers. This accords with the 
information from many sources of the 
sanguinary character of the fighting and the 
Wholesale slaughter witnessed in the present 

2. 

Whatever the policy of the Buropean 
powers may be, little is now heard of at- 
tempts to stop the war. The ambassadorial 
conference met in London again today, but 
apparently did little except discuss the boun- 


Battle Reports Conflict. 

News of the fighting continues contradic- 
tery in character. It.is almost invariably 
from official sources in the respective capi- 
tals; no independent testimony is available. 
This applies equally to the struggle between 
the Greeks and the Bulgarians and between 
the Servians and Bulgarians. 

A dispatch from Saloniki reports that the 
Greeks have occupied Demirhissir and Strum- 
itza, and, according to the most likely in- 
formation, the Bulgarian Gen. Ivanoff has 
been slowly retiring’ before the superior 
Green forces northward since his army was 
weakened by the departure of his right wing 
to attack Krivolak. 

It should be noted that another dispatch 
asserts that Gen. Ivanoff by an unexpected 
attack scattered the Greek army of 80,000 
commanded by King Constantine and occu- 
pied Nigrita and other points on- the Greek

It is possible that both reports are correct 
and that the one crediting victory to Gen. 
Ivanoff has reference to a later date, after

VIENNA. July 7.—Dispatches received at 
Vienna tonight from Belgrade show how im- 
possible it is to gather any idea of the real 
situation from the official statements dissem- 
inated from Belgrade and Sofia. 

Orie dispatch, direct from Belgrade an- 
nounces fresh victories for the Servian 
troops, ‘who are said to have captured the 
Bulgarian position at Kitki, on Osigowa 
plain, as well as Rujan heights. It is also 
asserted that the way to Kustendil now lies 
open to the Serbe and that the Bulgarians 
on Sunday tried to cross the frontier near 
Obrenovao, north of Pirot, but were driven 
back with heavy losses.

Mayor Asks Council for Au- 
thority to Give 8900 Year- 
ly to Skirted “Cops.” 


QUICK ACTION IS URGED. 


Chicago will soom have ten policewomen, 

if Mayor Harrison has his way. The mayor 
last night presented to the city council a 
special message urging legislation necessary 
to the appointment of “skirted” peace 
guardians. 
The mayor advocated an amendment to the 
police reorganization ordinance and also an 
order transferring $4,500 from the miscel- 
laneous fund to the salary fund so that pro- 
vision may be made for paying the police- 
women for the second six months of the fiscal 
year. 

The mayor's plan is to pay the women $900 
a year. He also would uniform them, but 
sald prior to the presentation of his message 
that he had not formed any definite ideas as 
to how they should be garbed. He is certain, 
however, their costumes should be in nowise 
sé advanced.” 


Says Women Convinced Him. 

The mayor asserted the recent passage of 
the suffrage bill by the legislature had not 
influenced his action. He said he was con- 
verted to the policewomen idea several 
months ago and éredited Gertrude Howe 
Britton of the Juvenile Protective associa- 
tion and Mrs. Joseph T. Bowen with con- 
vineing him of the necessity H women on 
the force. 

In his message the mayor said: 

There are ce classes of police work 
which can be much better performed by 
patrolwomen than by ordinary patrolmen. 
In the supervision and care of dance halls, 
bathing beaches, and small parks and play- 
grounds, in the performance of duties con- 
nected with the Juvenile court and other 
kindred matters, greater care and attention 
of the morals and physical requirements of 
girls may be expected from women police 
than the ordinary policeman, who necessarily 
becomes hardened to some extent by reason 
of the character of services he is daily called 
upon to perform.“ 


Wants Quick Action, 

The mayor wants quick action on the po- 
licewomen idea. He suggested the council 
get busy on the proposal so the necessary 
authority may be conferred on him before 
the summer vacation adjournment. 

“I should have advised,” he said, an ap- 
propriation to this effect at the time the 
annual eppropriation bill for 1918 was under 
consideration had it not béen for the short- 
age of the city’s finances brought about by 
the decision of the Supreme court relative 
to the enforcement of the Juul law. 

At this time, believing the city’s finances

Attorney Discloses Plan. 

The information of the proposed court 
movement came from Attorney John E. 
Hogan of Taylorville, one of the leading 
lawyers and Democratic leaders of central 
Illinois. At the Hotel La Salle yesterday 
Mr. Hogan said he had been retained to 
bring the necessary preliminary proceedings, 
and that unless plans are radically changed 
he will start something in Mount Auburn 
when the polls open on Tuesaday.

HEARING ON TOMORROW. 


Roy O. West Says Penalties Lev- 
ied by ‘Assessors Will Be Up- 
held When Possible. 


The beard of.review at ite preliminary 
meetirig yesterday decided. te summon ap- 
proximately 5,000 heads of firms and corpo- 
rations to explain discrepancies in tax sched- 
ules filed with the board of assessors. 

The reviewers want to know why some con- 
| cerns have scheduled the same amount of 
holdings this year as they did last, also why 
some show a decrease, while the increases of 
others are not in keeping with their commer- 
cia) rating or the value of their capital Stock. 


. Public Hearing Tomorrow. 
These hearings will be in addition to those 


plainants who object to the assessment levied 
against them by the board of assessors. ._ 
The first public hearing of the board of re- 
view will be held at 9:80 o’clock tomorrow 
morning and will cqatinve daily, probably 
until September. 
Roy O. West, president of the reviewing 
board, said the penalties levied by the as- 
sessors would be upheld wherever possible 
and that the reviewers would not eliminate 
the fine even where they found it necessary 
to scale down the assessment. 


* Of course;"’ he said, it is for the board of 
review to determine the equity of the assess- 
ments. If we findsome people have been over 
assessed, we will cut down the assessment, 
but we will add the 50 per cent penalty just 
the same if no property schedule was filed. 

The penalty, of course, will be in proportion 
to our reduction. 

It always has been the policy of the re- 
viewing board to uphold the assessors in the 
matter of penalties, although they never were

To protect against tubercular glands, tuburcular 
food shoujd not be eaten, Particular pains should 
be taken to see that the milk is not from tubercular 
cows. You should drink no unpasteurized milk. 
You should have your tonsils cleaned, and kept 
clean, Maybe they should be removed; maybe 
they should be massaged at regular intervals. 
That your glands have recurred so frequently 
is probably because you have neglected your ton- 
sils,

Lord Russell is clever and has an inde- 
pendent income, besides carrying on a suc- 
cessful business in the city of London as an 
electrical engineer. He learned the business 
from the ground up, after graduating with 
honors from Oxford, and it was while fitting 
electrical bells in Lady Scott’s house that he 
made the acquaintance of her daughter, 
Mabel, whom he married. 

Lord Russell, now close upon 50, has no 
ehildren by either of his marriages, while 
the union of his brother and next heir, Prof. 
Bertrand Russell, is likewise childless. So 
the earldom will, on the professor’s death. 
go to his uncle, Capt. the Hon. George Rus- 
sell, formerly of the Ninth lancers, and then 
to the Hon. Rollo Russell, formerly of the 
forelgn office and an author.

The Russells, while brilliant, have been 
noted for a Strain of eccentricity. Thus, 
whereas the present earl has madea public 
profession of Buddhism, his father, who died 
at the early age of 33, as Viscount Amberley, 
was a self-proclaimed agnostic, and, al- 
though clever, was looked upon by his rela- 
tives as mentally unbalanced. 

The grandfather of the earl and of Prof. 
Russell was that diminutive statesman 
known as Lord John Russell, who was secre- 
tary of state for foreign affairs throughout 
the war for the union in America, and who 
so nearly involved Great Britain in an armed 
conflict with the United States by the offen- 
sive tone of the dispatch which he Indited 
for presentation at Washington on the sub- 
ject of the mall liner Trent controversy 

It may be recalled that after this dispatch 
had been written, but before it was sent, 
Queen Victoria got hold of it, and together 
with her husband, the prince consort, then 
already confined to his bed by the Illness 
which carried him off a few days later, re- 
drafted the note, eliminating from it all ex- 
pressions calculated to offend American pride 
and dignity, and converting it from a down- 
right insulting document into a perfectly 
friendly and conciliatory missive, 

Lord John was no friend of the United 
States. Afterwards, on becoming premier, 
he was elevated to the house of lords as firet 
Ear! Russell, his peerage being endowed by 
his elder brother, the seventh Duke of Bed- 
ford, with the Irish estate now in the posses- 
sion of the present earl.

Senators Thornton and 
Ranedeil of Louisiane, as representatives of 
the cane sugar planters, were the only Demo- 
cratic senators who flatly stated they will 
not eupport the bill on aceount of the pro- 
vision for free sugar. 3 
In the caucus there were forty-seven of the 
fifty-one Democrats in the senate. The ab- 
sentees were Culberson of Texas and Hitch- 
cock of Nebraska, who will vote for the bill. 
Newlands of Nevada and Shafroth of Colo- 
rado announced that it is their “ present in- 
tention to vote for the bill.“ All of the other 
forty-five senators in the caucus, including 
Thompson of Kansas and Walsh of Mon- 
tana, stated unconditionally that they would 
support the measure on its passage. 


Shafroth May Jump Traces, 

There is little doubt that Newlands and 
Shaforth wil) vote for the bill, thus making

DESPITE DUCKING 


Aviator Thrown Into Lake 
Wants to Enter Flight 
to Detroit. 


WAVE BREAKS PONTOON. 


Glenn L. Martin, dried and repaired after 
a ducking in the lake off Van Buren street 
yesterday, retains his nerve and says if he 
is allowed, he will go on the 900 mile air 
trip te Detroit. The race is to start today, 
but repairs to his hydroaeroplane will take 
at least two days, and if he leaves on Thurs- 
day he will have to fly twice as fast as 
schedule time to make it. 

Sunday night Martin said his boat was the 
pafest possible craft of that type. In the 
morning he took his mechanic, Charles 
Day, for a spin around the harbor. Hitting 
up a tremendous speed when 200 feet above 
the water he dipped sharply to test his steer- 
ing apparatus. 

‘Wave Splinters Pontoon. 

The boat glided down to a few inches above 
the surface, still traveling fast. A wave 
from a motorboat caught the forward pon- 
toon. The boat was moving so rapidly that 
the pontoon was splintered and the rest of 
the craft turned a somersault and sank, the 
aviator and mechanic beneath it, Motor- 
boats put out and picked up the swimmers, 
neither badly hurt. 

“A man has no right to take the water 
when he is going more than thirty-five or 
forty miles an hour,” said Martin. “I was 
going twice that. I was not intending to go 
in, and if it had not been for that wave there 
would have been no accident. As it was I 
was mighty lucky. It's the closest squeak 
1 ever had and I’m going to be careful after 
hia” |.

They 
are to reach Michigan City, Ind., at 1:45 p. m., 
the schedule states.

Receivers Named for Two Other 
Financlal Concems and 
Big Water Company. 


THIRD WITHSTANDS RUN 


Officials of First-Second Claim the 
Trouble Is Temporary and 
Debts Will Be Met. 


INTERESTED IN MANY LAND PROJECTS 


Pittsburgh, Pa., July 7.—The First-Second 
National bank of Pittsburgh, the First Na- 
tional bank of McKeesport, a neighboring 
city, the American Water Works and Guar- 
antee company, and the banking house of 
J. S. & W. S. Kuhn. Inc., of this city were 
forced into the hands of receivers today 
through the failure of the first named insti- 
tution to open its doors this morning. 

The closing of the First-Second National 
bank was ordered by Deputy Controller of 
the Currency T. P. Kane after every effort 
had been made to meet the government re- 
quirements as to the legal reserve. 

Reports made to the controller's depart- 
ment indicate that one-third of the $3,400,000 
capital stock of the First-Second bank has 
been impaired and that the surplus and 
profits have been wiped out. Estimates 
based on the last report to the controller of 
the currency indicate that the losses may 
reach $3,000,000. 


Amount Involved $155,000,000, 

An amount totaling between $155,000,000 
and $175,000,000 in bank resources, bonds and 
stocks of public utility companies is involved 
in the collapse. 

The suspension of the First-Second Nation- 
al bank one, not considering the closing of 
the National bank of McKeesport 
nor 0 ships for the banks and utility 
company, is said to be one of the largest if 
not the record failure for a national bank. 

The American Water Works and Guaran- 
tee company, the largest concern of the kind 
in the country, controls forty such com- 


panies, whose securities aggregate the enor- 


mous sum of $110,718,800, of which $73,128,800 

consists of stocks of the subsidiaries held by 
the controlling company. The subsidiaries 
have a funded debt of $87,589,000. 

The Kuhn banking house has extensive in- 
terests in irrigation projects throughout the 
west, and mines and street traction systems 
throughout western Pennsylvania. 


Statement Made by Kane. 
Mr. Kane tonight issued the following 
statement in regard to the First-Second 
failure:

were discussed. The directors declared their 
inability to make good the bank’s impaired 
capital, and decided it would be best, for the 
protection of depositors and all other inter- 
ests, to have the controller of the currency 
take charge and to arrange for the liquida- 
tion of the bank. 

“The Pittsburgh clearing house commit- 
tee, which has been engaged for the last four 
days in going over the affairs of the bank 
with the examiners and in making a careful 
investigation as to its condition, refused to 
furnish funds sufficient to justify the bank 
in keeping its doors open, and agreed under 
the circumstances there was no alternative 
to the course recommended by the bank’s 
directors. 

% The officers of the bank have expressed 
to the department the belief that there ulti- 
mately will be little if any loss to the bank’s 
depositors. The Haquidation of the bank 
and the distribution of its assets will proceed 
as expeditiously as possible.” 


Clearing House Statement. 

After a protracted meeting of the Pitts- 
burgh Clearing House association, this in- 
stitution tonight issued this statement: 

“The closing of the First-Second Nationa! 
bank by the deputy controller of the currency 
was not entirely unexpected by this associa- 
tion, and it was, therefore, prepared for the 
crisis. The members of the clearing house 
are an in good condition, and we believe 
thet the banks and trust companies in the 
city of Pitteburgh, as a whole, are prepared 
for any emergency.. 

It will take several days to arrange for 
the tranefer of accounts and the proper and 
careful handling of checks made on the First- 
Second National bank. We, therefore, ask 
the indulgence of the public and request that 
they will help in every way possibile to assist 
in the solution of the problem which con- 
‘fronts the clearing house committee and the

seat, Knole Park, Sevenoaks, Kent.

Find Lady Sackville Guiltless, 

After only ten minutes’ consideration the

Not True, Says Mayor. 

“That is absolutely not true, asserted the 
mayor later, not so far as the administra- 
tion is concerned. The two departments can 
answer for themselves. Ald. Merriam if 
playing personal politics.

Tie alderman in his speech lashed the ad- 
ministration unmercifully. In part he said: 

“Orders came from somewhere to block 
and stall everything that did not favor the 
Chicago Reduction company.

“The delay started when Congressman

negotiate with the Chicago Reduction com- 
pany on ite own terms. There appears to be 
some power behind the throne that blocks 
and obstructs every settlement. Itsurrounds 
us all and is thicker than a fog. 


Find Flaws in Title to Site. 

First we had the commissioner of pub- 
lic works who was ordered to advertise for 
bids, but he remained idle and later asked 
for authority. Then the law department 
found some flaw in the title to the site se- 
lected. There was an attempt to place the 
blame upon the safiitary district, but they 
cleared themselves. Then the matter dragged 
along before a judge in court.

Discusses Social Justice 


OCIAL justice was the topic for discus- 

sion last night at the regular Monday 

night ¢ivic forum of the Progressive 

club, in the clubrooms, 19 West Jackson 

boulevard. Dr. C. B. Strauss, Thomas D. 
Knight, and Dr. W. A. Evans were the princi- 
pal speakers, although every one present dis- 
cussed some phase of the question. 

Mr, Knight said the most distressing fact 
arising with the question of social justice is 
the lack of opportunity of many people to 
lead good, healthy, happy lives. He said. edu- 
cation was necessary for the development of 
opportunities of those who are hampered by 
their environment.

“When we complain of the habit of some 
men Of spending their time in saloons, instead 
of improving their minds and developing the 
best things within themselves, we overlook 
one fact,” he said; “that is that if we mean 
to take away these things we must substitute 
something else quite as good, When we com- 
plain that a teamster spends too much time 
and money in a saloon, we forget that the 
saloonist provides a drinking trough for the 
teamster’s horses—and we do not. He feels 
gratitude toward the saloonist. The necessity 
of substitution of something: better by us is 
the only solution for the betterment of condi- 


: tions among many of the poor.”

Dr. Strauss pointed out that man is the 
central figure of the Progressive platform. It 
is the idea of the club to form the highest 
estimate of man, he said. He declared that to 
every man Was due the right to pursue hap- 
piness, morality, and education, and that it 
lies with society to make it possible for every 
man to enjoy those rights. He criticised the 
abnormal pursuit of money as another form of 
an abnormal desire for power.

Dr. Evans said that whereas the early idea 
of the colonists was not to form a true democ- 
racy, development has made it only just and 
right that a pure democracy should exist. 
“Although we may admit that more mis- 
takes might be made when the business of 
government is taken out of trained hands, it 
must also be admitted that the mistakes would 
be more readily remedied. That is the reason 
why, for justice to the whole people, I should 
advocate the initiative and referendum.”

New Data on Graves of Ancients. 


The graves of the early Egyptians—the. 
earliest in the prehistoric era of King Mena, 
6,000 years ago—were described — Prot. 
Flinders Petrie at University college in Lon- 


don.

First, there is an opening ra hh eighteen 
inches wide in the stacks marking the side of 
the untechamber, which. represents the door 
through which the offerings were brought. The 
antechamber and the grave are connected by 


two small slits. 


ese graves, between 600 and 800 in all, are 
spread over a mile of desert near Tarkhan. 
The presence of so large a cemetery, Prof, 
Flinders Petrie explained, shows that there 
must have been a large town here in the pre- 
Menite period. This town preceded the founding 


of Memphis, and the excavation of its site will 


show a stage in the conquest of the land by 
the kings of Abydos. It is therefore a most 


valuable connecting link by which Egyptolo- 


gists. can ascertain the culture, te., of the 


people in these predynastic times, 

The contents of the graves have led to im- 
portant discoveries. Seventy skulls have been 
secured in a perfect. state. One grave con- 
tained not a human skeleton, but the skele- 
tons of three asses—presumably the insepa- 
rable companions in life of their owner, and 
so were given a decent burial. They are the 
and their bones 
have been carefully preserved. Other tombs 
contained a pet goose and gazelle, both lying 
over the human skeletons. These were * 
at the grave. 

Although 6,000 years old, the e coffins, 
which were made of planks ‘of acacia and 
shittim wood, are in a remarkable. state of 
preservation, although before being used as 
coffins they formed are of the timber work in 
houses, 

“T once kept one grave. open in order to show 
it to archeologists,” said the professor, and 
I found that its contents perished more in six 
weeks than they had done in 6,000 years.”
